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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of the pending application in light of this Amendment and 
Response is respectfully requested. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for indicating that claims 54-80 are allowed. 
Applicant has cancelled all other claims, thereby putting this application in condition for 
allowance. A Notice of Allowance is respectfully requested. 

A Summary Sheet of the Office Action dated April 1 , 2010 indicates that claim 53 
was objected to. The undersigned discussed this with the Examiner by telephone on June 
7. The Examiner explained that this notation regarding claim 53 on the Summary Sheet 
was in error. Claim 53 is cancelled with the current Amendment. 

As to the rejection of claims 26-45, 47-51 and 53, Applicant chooses not to address 
these rejections at this time, and instead place this Application in condition for allowance in 
order to expedite issuance of a U.S. Patent. Applicant retains its right to address these 
rejections in a continuing application.
